Labor conditions in the United 


States is the subject of a chapter in 
the recently published report of the 
Coromlssior. from the 
British Iron 


Trade Association which visited the 
United States a few months 
since 


and reported upon industrial condi- 
tions, and especially those relating to 
iron and steel 
Discussing this im- 


portant question of the condition of 
labor in the United States, and view- 


from the standpoint of the English j 


citizen and manufacturer, the rejwrt 
says:— 


"The conditions of labor in the Uni- 


ted States is another matter that has 
received a good deal of attention, as 
being fundamental in the progress of 
American industries, if not also in the 
relative progress of some of our own. 
The influence of trade unionism is not 
nearly so strong nor so aggressive in 
the United States as in Great Britain. 
The reason is largely capable of math 
ematical demonstration. 
A recent re- 


ixjrt by the New York Department of 
Labor shows that while in Great Bri- 
tiiir. at a recent date there were 1.905,- 
000 trade unionists, there were only 
1,600,000 in the United States 
ami 


Canada for about twice the population 
while Germany is credited with 995,- 
000, or about one-half the British fig- 
ure. The trade union is not general- 
ly recognized as a militant force in 
the United States, except now and 
again. Few employer* are ready to 
acknowledge that it has any influence 
worth naming. 


"The almost absolute 
freedom of 


lotw ha.-; been the chief instrument 
vrhoroby it has won such conquests in 
the field of industrial economy during 
the last juarter of a century. In all 
countries industrial processes hive 
been greatly cheapened during that 
period but In Arr.eru-a the cheapening 
appears to have been carried farther 
than anywhere else. According to 
figures rect-ntly made public by Mr. 
William Garrett. a railroller in an up- 
to-date rail mill is paid less than one 
cent per ton for .rolling, gainst It- 
cents at a not very remote date. With- 
in that time, again, a wire rod roller 
has seen his earnings per ton re- 
liiced from T2!l2 to 13 cents per ton, 
and yet bo earns larger wages at the 
flgure, while five cents are paid toi>ay 
for heating V>illets to make wire rods. 
m?ainst 80 cents during the period re- 
ferred to. 'If rod rollers,' says Mr. 
Garrett, 'were to receive

ters, is the torpedo boat I'oru-r. built 
by tno HMTCsbofTs, which made a 
specKl record of 2S 74-100 knots, or 
33 1-10 miles, an hour early in 1897.

Leaving pier A at the Battery at 


half past 12 o'clock In the afternoon, 
the Arrow made the run to Ardsiey in 
one hour and thirteen minutes.

Joseph II. Hoadley, W. A. Sauds and 
a dozen newspaper men—were trans- 
ferred to Mr. Jcsrpli Hoadley'B yacht, 
the Nushka, which was anchored at 
the finish line. All except four tons of 
coal was left on the dock at Ardsley, 
and after only eight minutes of warm- 
ing up the race against time was on. 


Captain D. O. Packard ran the boat 


three miles down stream and then 
turned her direct for the course to be 
run. 
This course has been surveyed 


by the government and is at the most 
only a few inches out of the way. 


When within three minutes of the 


starting line, the captain gave the chief 
engineer. J. S. Briegs, a warning bell. 
Two minutes Inter there was a gecoud 
warning, and six seconds before fre 
line was crossed the signal for full 
speed ahead wns sounded. 


Only an Instant later there was a 


burst of steam that almost enveloped 
the flying craft. 
Every ounce of her 


400 pounds capacity wa* on. and the 
safety reives bad to give her tbe nec- 
essary relief.

Washington the results of the test 
made aboard the Mnriposn with oil as 
fuel, says the New York World. The 
Oewujlc 
Steamship company

oil burners nnil made the round trip 
from San Francisco to Tahiti, a dis- 
tance of 8.000 miles, burning only oil. 


The ship made nil average of 354 


knots ft day, or 13.5S knots an horn-, for 
the trip. Two hundred and soventy- 
cight barrels of oil were consumed 
daily, and it is estimated that the 
weight was 30 per cent less than coal. 
The complement of the ship was re- 
dnc«l from 81 to Go per cent, and the 
engine room force was reduced from 
thirty-six to twenty in consequence of 
the use of oiL 
The lieuteuant says 


that men of higher intelligence are re- 
quired In the furnace room when oil J» 
burned and thst it is not a question 
of physical endurance.

themselves in a mysterious white fly
